GOWNS AT SPECIAL SHOPS 


Ivalry grows apace 
R among designers of 
frocks for summer 
wear and several of the best 
known specialty shops are 
showing gowns which for 
smartness, beauty of hue and 
care lof finish surpass any- 
thing before offered at the 
exceedingly reasonable prices 
now asked. Two of these are 
shown in the accompanying 
sketches, as well as a loose coat of rajah, 
selected as more than usually commend- 
able. An entirely new idea is carried out 
in the original of the first sketch, for the dainty 
little bolero coat which adds so much cachet to 
the gown is of the same material—a sheer fine 
batiste instead of silk or lace, as is usual. The 
color may be pale pink, blue or white as pre- 
ferred, made en princess and finished about the 
bottom with three wide folds. Plaits are laid 
from the shoulders, and embroidery in self color 
of dots and veining outlines a long pointed 
empiecement inset with Valenciennes insertion. 
The latter is the sole deviation from a uniform 
color and especially charming when the frock 
is of pale pink. The waist is defined with em- 
broidery in self color, the same line being re- 
peated below over the hips, holding the shallow 
plaits entirely flat and turning sharply down- 
ward as it nears the front. The bolero is edged 
with embroidery, bordered on either side with 
Valenciennes insertion and full frills of lace. 
Price $34.50 complete.

GOOD VALUE FOR $19.50 


Where for the sum of $19.50 can any prettier 
little frock be found than that illustrated in 
No. 2. It is the very acme of simplicity, but 
all the better for its lack of pretence, provided 
the wearer be young, and not too much inclined 
toward embonpoint. Three folds finish the 
bottom of the plain skirt which is joined to the 
upper portion by a Valenciennes inset yoke- 
girdle. The blouse is ornamented with a 
Greek key pattern in the same lace, tucked on 
the shoulders, and embellished with shoulder 
sprays andgroups of hand embroidered flowers. 

For $14.50 simple little gowns may be bought, 
which though made of material not particularly 
fine, are pretty enough in design and color to 
make them desirable for many occasions. 
These also are made in princess style, showing 
a square yoke of embroidery and plaited from 
the shoulders. For a young girl the model is 
especially pretty and is, in fact, the duplicate 
cf-a fine French frock. Colors: lavender, pink 
or bluc. 


CAUTION AGAINST VERY CHEAP ROBES 


Let the woman beware who contemplates 
the purchase of one of the very cheap hand 
embroidered robes, for these are often badly 
cut and cannot be made to fashion into a gown 
of any grace or style. Manufacturers have 
flooded the country with more or less meri- 
torious specimens, and too much care cannot 
be exercised to make sure one has something 
worth making up. 


HAND EMBROIDERED SUITS 


A few of the low-priced hand embroidered 
linen suits are really distinctive, however, and 
one selling for $18.50 seems especially good 
value for the price asked. The skirt is tucked 
at intervals all around and let out at knee hight 
into flaring fullness. Embroidered flowers are 
worked over the tucks as well as below, where 
perforations are also added. The jaunty little 
bolero is inset with large motives of point de 
Gene and very pretty in shape; full, plaited 
sleeves gathering in at the elbow with a straight 
band. A narrow, embroidered collar of lawn 
turns over from the throat. 


Beautiful little gowns of French batiste are 
entirely made by hand, and cost about $70 for 
examples which are both fine and pretty. 
One of these is made with a shallow yoke of 
open stitching joined to folds of the material 
above a deeper yoke of hand embroidered ba- 
tiste inset with Valenciennes. Below this is 
a double plissage trained into a pretty line, 
and diamonds of Valenciennes insertion give 
an effective waist trimming. Line after line 
of insertion on the skirt is broken by sprawling 
branches of hand embroidered flowers, and at 
the lower edge a narrow flounce is added with 
a border of lace to give lightness of effect. 


RAJAH COAT INDISPENSABLE 


No woman who considers her wardrobe 
well planned will contemplate getting through 
the summer without some kind of a loose coat 
of rajah or burlingham, for many are the occa- 
sions when they are well-nigh indispensable. 
The model shown in sketch No. 3 was taken 
from a French original for which a very high 
price is asked, and shows a desirable mingling 
of severity with good lines and a touch or two 
of embellishment not sufficiently pronounced 
to be obtrusive.

The cut over 
the hips is very bias, giving a smooth fit above 
and rippling into ample fullness below. This 
is outlined with crochet bandings which curve 
down to the knee in front and to about half 
that distance in the back, ending in beautiful 
medallions of the same. Three wide folds 


finish the bottom and the bolero coat is bordered 
with a band of French crochet, superb motives 
of the same being applied just below the shoul- 
ders in front, and another equally handsome 
ornament placed in the center of the back.

FOREIGN TRAVEL IN 1906 


He annual tide of 
travel from New 
York to Europe has 
begun this year ear- 
lier than usual, and 
the accommoda- 
tions of from ten 
to fifteen big steam- 
ers, sailing every 
week, are already 
being taxed.

ten asked—‘* Why is it that Americans 
in planning extended trips for pleasure 
or recreation are so Much more apt 


to go to Europe than they are to visit the dis- 
tant cities and scenic wonders of their own 
country?’ The reason for this ought to 
be obvious. We long for a complete change. 
At such times what could be more alluring 
than the prospect of a luxurious, restful ocean 
voyage, and of a visit to scenes and places 
fraught with historic interest and association, 
and rich with artistic treasures? Then, too, 
it is an incontrovertible fact, that the indi- 
vidual of slender means, by careful study and 
planning in advance, can accomplish a three- 
months’ tour in Europe at about one half the 
expense involved in a trip of the same duration 


over here. 
SPECIAL CRUISES 


Of late years, in April, Mey 19d Jure, there 
has been a constantly increasing stream of 
travel annually to the Mediterranean. By 
taking passage over the southern route before 
the middle of June it is practicable to spend a 
few comfortable weeks in Italy and then jour- 
ney northwards with the advent of hot weather. 
It is true that Rome and Naples, under im- 
proved sanitary conditions, can now be visited 
without positive discomfort in July and Aug- 
ust, although a torrid spell may come at any 
time, as it did last year ere the close of June, 
that forces the most strenuous sightseer to 
give up in disgust. The Hamburg-American 
and the North German Lloyd, as well as the 
Cunard and White Star Lines, each maintains 
a fairly regular service to the Mediterranean 
throughout the year. The two English lines 
also despatch occasional steamers from Boston 
over the southern route. 

Some years ago the Hamburg-American 
Line introduced a plan of special cruises that 
has become exceedingly popular. In this 
way tourists who may desire to be free from 
much of the care and anxiety incident to travel 
can take passage on a splendidly appointed 
ocean yacht and visit many delightful out-of- 
the-way places under peculiarly advanta- 
geous circumstances, and, be it known, if they 
so elect, without missing a single meal from 
their ideal marine abode. By the payment of 
a moderate stated sum in advance, too, passen- 
gers are privileged to take shore excursions to 
interesting points whenever the stay in port is 
long enough. 

The cruising fleet of this line for the present 
season consists of the ocean yachts Prinzessen 
Victoria Luise, Oceana and Meteor, and in 
addition the superb 16-knot steamers Bliicher 
and Moltke. The so-called yachts are appro- 
priately named, for they carry no second class 
or steerage passengers, and provide, besides, 
well-appointed suites, chambres de luxe and a 
large number of single cabins, a librayy, a 
gymnasium and also a dark room for the 
convenience of amateur photographers. These 
boats, having just completed a_ successful 
series of spring cruises to the Mediterranean 
and Adriatic, will be used mainly during the 
summer months for twelve special. trips to 
Norway, Spitzbergen, Iceland, the Orkney 
and Faroe Islands; to the leading summer 
resorts of Germany, EnglanJ, Belgium, Spain, 
France and Holland, and also to the Imperial 
Regatta at Kiel. 

Eleven of these cruises start from Hamburg 
it various dates from 17 June to 2 September. 
One, however, by the fine, new 7,000-ton yacht 
Oceana, will leave New York 23 June, arrive at 
Hamburg 2 July, and departing on the fifth 
for a three-weeks’ cruise to Iceland, Norway, 
etc., will return to Hamburg 29 July. 

The various excursions to the North from 
Hamburg are devised to be from two weeks to 
nearly a month in length; that to the seaside 


resorts lasts 18 days, and one to the Kiel Regatta 
extends over a week. Those who feel utterly 
tired out at this season whether from business 
cares, social gaiety, or hard study, and whomay 
need the tonic of sea air, as well as absolute 
change and rest, would do well to examine’ into 
these northern trips, which incidentally offer 
opportunities of viewing some of the most mag- 
nificent scenery in the world.

MOTOR-CYCLING—A DELIGHT- 
FUL PASTIME 


T is a far cry from the high 
bicycle of twenty years ago, 
the rider sitting many feet 
aloft, and dependent for every 
ell of roadway he covered in 
safety to the skill with which 
he worked the pedals, to the 
safety model motor cycle, 
which gives the rider the 
choice of working his way

appreciated, as when seen on the highway 
the motor-cycle is very rarely being pro- 
pelled by the rider. If the vehicle were not 
thus convertible at will, it would lose one of its 
strongest holds on popular favor, since nearly 
all riders when on recreation bent like to enjoy 
the supreme exhilaration that results from a 
spin self-propelled. On the other hand, what 
joy, even ona short journey, to have the heroic- 
ally long and steep hills no longer loom as lions 
in the highway, for the Indian motor-cycle, at 
least, is a record breaker in hill climbing— 
a characteristic which should make the mount 
popular with all who love the joys of country 
experience. Those also who regard roadways 
as mere speedways, should delight in the 
modern motor-cycle for its distance annihilating 
possibilities.

The Hedstrum carbu- 
reter takes care of all of these requirements 
automatically, without regulation on the part 
of the rider. His only contribution to the 
smooth riding is to set the air adjustment, and 
the Hedstrum arranges for a continuous manu- 
facture of perfect mixture. 

After five years experience in the manufac- 
ture of this class of mount, the most satisfac- 
tory example is this one of 1906, which is more 
powerful than its predecessors, more comfor-

delight in riding without effort along country 
byways on these comfortable tricycles that do all 
the work, and which are free from the defects 
of structure and operation that made the pedal 
propelled tricycle of earlier days a doubtful 
proposition as to safety. The greatest achieve- 
ment, however, in the tricycle line, is the tri-car 
(figure 2), which it will be remembered as the 
Indian roadster (figure 1) with a fore-carriage 
attachment. This is equipped with the helical 
spring suspension, which permits this three 
wheeler to be used with comfort to the rider, on 
any character of road that affords a narrow track 
for the driving wheel. The possibilities for fam- 
ily pleasurings in a vehicle of this type are many. 
A married couple, or young mother and son 
could go off on two or three day trips, there 
being ample space in the carriage attachment

for carrying a bag; and many single days for 
nine months of the year could be enjoyably 
spent in charming country spins and rambles, 
in little frequented byways to which the trolley 
and the automobile have not penetrated. 

The tri-car itself is easily converted into a 
simple tricycle, by merely detaching the front 
seat; or it can be made into a van of business 
vehicle by substituting the delivery box. This 
may be divided by shelving into compartments 
of whatever size may be desired by the owner. 
The van vehicle is a neat model and it offers 
a means of delivery that is quick, safe, always 
available and economical as to running ex- 
penses,

FOR THE WOMAN WHO 
TRAVELS 


N contemplating a foreign trip several 
questions are to be considered. Quick 
adaptation to the customs of the country, 

proper credentials and complete arrangements 
as regards money affairs are always desirable. 
One of the bugbears of a European trip is the 
proper method of carrying money and ex- 
changing it in the right denominations. This 
problem can be solved in several ways. One 
can obtain from one’s banker a letter of credit, 
or if the sum is moderate it is convenient to 
carry a few bank of England notes and deposit 
them as an account at a bank to draw checks 
against. International checks are also issued, 
which are similar to the Bank of England note, 
with the added feature that the check carries 
with it the usual security surrounding such 
documents drawn to order. 

Travelers’ checks issued by express com- 
panies are also popular. These are made out 
in different denominations and each check 
shows the exact amount of foreign money 
which will be paid therefor. These checks 
are accepted by hotels, steamship companies 
and merchants and obviate spending time in 
hunting up a bank. Identification consists 
of the traveler’s signature and countersignature. 
For ordinary use books of ten ($10) or twenty 
($20) checks are most convenient. The charge 
for these checks is one half of one per cent, 
on the amount. Mail matter can be addressed 
in care of the express company, and these 
checks seem as satisfactory as any form of 
traveler's credit. Another simple way is to get 
a letter from some trustworthy tourist agency 
to its London office, to present the letter, deposit 
the needful money, and get in return a sheaf 
of circular notes. These are generally accepted, 
are transferable in the currency of the country 
at thousands of places, and as English is spoken 
at the offices women are saved delays in using 
them. 

Another means of solving the financial 
problem as well as securing relief from the 
minor details is to join one of the numerous 
parties sent out by responsible tourist agencies 
which have branches all over the world. These, 
for a small percentage, buy tickets, check and 
transfer baggage, furnish information, do one’s 
banking, and even secure satisfactory lodgings.

equal to tile, which was absolutely durable, 
and at much less expense. The woodwork, 
exterior of the tub, etc., had all been treated 
with leaf green enamel. The floor covered 
with heavy linoleum of white and leaf green. 
The high window was hung with white muslin 
curtains embroidered with green; the bath rug 
also was of white and green. The chintz used 
in the bedroom showed clusters of roses with 
green leaves on a white ground, which was 
most harmonious with green and white of the 
adjoining bath. 

The dining room was not the least attractive 
feature of this house; here the beams and 


| studding were stained absolutely black; the 


boards between being treated with the same 
yellow tan as was used in the other rooms. 
This yellow tan was repeated and deepened 
in the pongee curtains with which the windows 
were hung. A wide shelf set at the usual place 
of the plate rail held attractive pieces of blue 
and white china, interspersed with loving cups, 
trays and oddly shaped pitchers of pewter and 
copper. The furniture was simple in design. 
The table, a very large-sized kitchen one, had 
been treated with the same black stain as was 
used for the woodwork. Chairs were also of 
the kitchen variety, and had been brought in 
the unfinished state and so treated. The 
buffet and china closet were plain in design and 
built in the room. From this room a small 
butler’s pantry led into the really commodious 
kitchen. The kitchen and butler’s pantry, as 
well as the bath on the other side of the house, 
were added to the square of the original house, 
leaving a space between which was utilized 
as a most attractive flower garden. The 
entire expense of building and furnishing this 
house was covered by $1,500. 

The interior of the living room in the moun- 
tain cabin, shown in the large picture, is on a 
more elaborate scale, although the simplicity 
of treatment is carefully adhered to. Here the 
boulders have been used about the fireplace with 
excellent effect, and above the substantial 
mantel shelf is set a plaster frieze of appropriate 
design. The lower wall is covered, between 
the strips forming the wainscot, with a material 
which is much favored now for work of this 
kind; it is known as decorative cloth; it closely 
resembles buckram, and comes in a variety 
of beautiful shades; the color chosen here is a 
scft dark green. The woodwork has been 
stained with oak tint the color of tree boles, 
and finished with one coat of surface, and one 
coat of dead-lac varnish which is entirely 
without polish. Above the plate rail to the 
ceiling line a very beautiful paper has been used 
as a frieze; this shows trecs and foliage in 
tapestry effect against a smoky blue distance; 
the color in the trees varying from dim blues to 
olive greens; the brown of limbs and trunks 
harmonizing with the woodwork of the room. 
There are also suggestions of golden yellow in 
the background; this yellow is brought out 
again in the raw silk straight curtains which 
hang at the windows. The door curtains and 
upholstery are of a tapestry fabric, repeating 
the color and design of the wall paper. The 
furniture of this room shows the .same simple 
lines and substantial forms as the woodwork 
necessitates—it has all been stained with oak 
tint. The effect is extremely harmonious, rest- 
ful and beautiful. 

In the dining room of this same cabin a very 
unusual and stunning effect has been obtained 
by using from the plate rail to the ceiling line 
a daring wall paper, which shows peacocks in all 
of their gorgeous coloring, together with 
suggestions of stiff and brilliant yellow and 
crimson flowers; these against a self-colored 
ground. In this room there are French 
windows hung with an embroidered muslin 
in a shade of ecru showing green figures. At 
the doorway are curtains of linen taffeta, 
exactly re-producing the color and peacock 
design of the wall paper. The wainscot and 
woodwork here is of ash stained a- curious 
soft yellow grey which harmonizes perfectly 
with the background of wall paper and the 
linen taffeta. The furniture, which is also 
simple in design, has been treated with green 
tint. The rug shows two tones of the same 
green.

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OUTDOORING FOR THE FAMILY 


He director of a school girls’ athletic league advises that girls should not be 
admonished to undertake sports because they are health-giving pastimes, but 
that, on the contrary, the fun side should be insisted upon, otherwise, however 

attractive in themselves recreations may be, the girl will fail to enter into them with 
the zest necessary to make them truly beneficial, as she is likely to regard them as she 
would a prescribed system of diet, or of medication— something disease destroying, or 
a preventative, and prosiac all, This may be a reasonable recommendation, but the 
observer of life at close range, and in many grades, cannot but be struck by the press- 
ing need there is that women and girls of the middle and Jower classes should have 
urged on their attention the utilitarian need of the mattcr—the hygienic value of out- 
door activities—for the sport ideal would not appeal to most of them. ‘The woman 
sex is left largely out of athletics, it being, on the contrary, usually assumed that pro- 
vision must be made for boys in this regard, their clubs and various other more or 
less philanthropic organizations, arranging opportunities for their bodily activities. 
Even in the home of the humbler classes it is the boy who goes out to play basekall or 
to swim, while the girl slaves in the kitchen, or is chained down to the performance of 
little mother duties. It is time the girl and woman took their turn at outdoor recrea- 
tions, if only to the extent of daily waiks. 


The human race is very largely unintelligent on the subject of the vital necessity ot 
sunshine, fresh air, and muscle exercise, and small wonder, tor with the unwisdom that 
characterizes our public school system, generally, the children are not properly taught 
the essentials of hygiene—another manifestation of our stupidity in not training children 
for the life they have to live. We have inculcated the sport idea of exercise so very 
insistently that athletics are regarded much as are theatregoing and dinner giving—as 
extraneous social experiences, instead of being in some form an integral part of daily 
life. We have gone on crowding together in cities, shutting sunlight out of streets 
and houses, nearly eighty per cent of the population contenting itself with bedrooms 
that look out on shafts, and are without direct sunlight. Better conditions for the de- 
velopment of chronic little-health and life-destroying diseases could not possibly be de- 
sired, especially as people, with very few exceptions, neglect outdoor exercise, the only 
means of physical salvation for the city dweller. One hears perpetually that it is the 
pace of life in the town that kills; now as the large majority of urbanites do not go the 
pace at all, but live humdrum lives, the explanation is inadequate, It is not the pace 
that developes white plague spots on the city maps, nor that precipitates epidemics of 
spinal meningitis or diphtheria. It is the foulness of unsunned living quarters (inhab- 
ited by people to whom fresh air and exercise appear merely a recreation which can be 
neglected at will), that breed plagues of tuberculosis and other physical horrors. We 
build hospitals and sanatoria, and at large expenditure of time, skill and money, try 
to coax back to health the victims of our unenlightened systems of education. And 
to think, most of the suffering and waste of money and skill could have been saved if 
only hygiene had been properly taught in the schools for the last quarter of a century! 


Comparatively few city dwellers can heed the cry of the hour—back to nature, ex- 
cept partially, as economic considerations chain most families to the city as firmly as 
though they were vassals of a feudal lord. But at least the paramount material interest of 
the home can be made physical culture, the first requisites of which are fresh air and 
sunshine. To the park, to the seashore, if only for an hour, to your own roof if no 
other breathing, sunning place is convenient, and walk if no other form of exercise is 
possible. The great desirable change to be brought about is a realization in every 
household that the health of the family cannot be properly conserved if daily open air 
exercise of some kind 1s not participated in by every member, including the mother. 
Domestic details are now arranged in harmony with certain things regarded as inevit- 
able, and the plea is here made that outdoor activity be classed among the essentials. 
Were this reform instituted it would undoubtedly make necessary simplicity in home 
keeping, but what of that? Is there any special virtue in being under the tyranny of 
things? Do not rather the truly wise men and women subordinate things and cus- 
toms to the development of themselves physically, as well as mentally ? 


It is of more consequence to the family that the mother also be in good physical 
condition than that quantities of bric-a-brac should be kept dust free, or that the fam- 
ily menu should be elaborate. Arnd, so too, with sons and daughters, neither advance- 
ment in school nor progress in business counts unless the body is kept in the best con- 
dition by generous and regular supplies of oxygen and muscular exercise. Iil-health 
1s discreditable in ninety per cent of the cases, as it is not alone preventable, but be- 
cause it entails annovances and deprivations upon others, and it is, therefore, a supreme 
duty to keep well or to retain health, if one would escape the charge of unjustifiable 
selfishness. The great middle class to which this plea is addressed realizes that infants 
and small children must have daily sunnings and such outdoor activity as theirage permits, 
but the days of early youtn passed, all realization of the body’s need, fresh air and ex- 
ercise, appears to vanish; a severe reflection on the intelligence of professional educa- 
tors and laymen, who pride themselves on their intellectual attainments. 

The outdooring of the very poor will probably have to be arranged for, as it is 
now, by the municipality and private philanthropy, and the very rich are stimulated to 
take an interest in many varieties of sports, as athletics and outdoor recreations are 
fashionable pastimes. The middle class must, however, work out its own physical salva- 
tion without stimulus, as it will not and should not accept charity, nor can it sfford to 
follow fashion’s lead, but it can arrange its own programme, individually, and this it 
should do as a matter of ethics, as well as of bodily health, for what right has any of 
us to distress or inconvenience our associates by preventable illness?

TRAVELING FABRICS AND MODELS 


So far as models go (for these three varieties), 
tweeds and mohairs follow on the same tailor 
lines, short skirts, Etons, short box-coats or 
coats -of half length—these define the styles 
best suited to women of different ages and 
figures. Very little, if any, trimming is to be 
seen on short skirts this season, and the smart- 
est have straight lines from belt down, ending 
with some small simple design at the bottom, 
or very near it, executed in Hercules braid, or 
with applied straight or bias pieces of the same 
suit material. This is repeated upon Etons 
and upon some coats, others again depend upon 
stitchings altogether, both for skirt and coat 
trimming. As lingerie has become so indis- 
pensable many who are contemplating long 
and continuous journeying are having chiffon 
chemisettes and sleeve trimmings made to 
match the color of costume, relieved at the 
neck by white ruchings, which bought by the 
yard can be cut off for a daily supply. 


TRAVELING SUIT OF VOILES AND TAFFETAS 


For short journeys voiles and taffetas, plain 
or checked, are considered good form with 
linens and pongees for very warm weather. 
Long coats of light-weight cloths, lined with 
silk, suffice for extra protection, as the wearers 
seldom are exposed for any length of time to 
bad weather in passing to and fro from cars to 
boat to carriage, or covered motor. The oniy 
dress difference made from the usual style or 
demi-toilette is a rigid avoidance of surplus 
trimmings and the choice of the more conserva- 
tive styles of models. Hats in this same way 
are to be made thoroughly fit; veils and 
gloves to follow suit. With an extra wrap or 
two nothing more need be considered. No 
fixed rule can be laid down for any traveling 
dress without recognizing a special relation to 
the character of the journey, how it is to be 
made, how long it is to last, and what sort of 
climate is to be encountered, and the phases of 
weather attending. With a givenstyle of out- 
fitting that will best suit the particular trip 
there are helpful accessories to be found that 
will supplement all occasional wants. Those 
familiar with travel soon learn how to choose 
such garments, or articles to suit their own 
needs, as experience alone can determine an 
individual’s requirements. 
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LACE PELERINES 


Garden party gowns are this year to have as 
a dominant feature the lace pelerine, which 
seems purposely created for that occasion, so 
well does it express the proper style of dress. 
One of the most admired examples was a crepe 
lumineuse, in a delightful shade of buff. Its 
skirt in the back dipped into a half train, and 
was bordered at the foot edge with a hem and 
two tucks of the same width. But from the 
hip line the skirt was no longer in one piece, 
but cut off to allow a Spanish flounce of half a 
yard in depth in the middle front, to increase 
to three-quarters at the sides, where it was 
joined to the skirt seams. The foot edge of 
this flounce was kept upon the same line as 
the bottom with its hem, and two inches 
above the flounce was a beautiful wide piece 
of edge-finished white lace, applied transpar-

ently with the best effect, its design being 
Louis xvi medallions. As the skirt drop and 
bodice lining were of white silk, over-draped 
with a buff mousseline, the lace showed off to 
the best advantage. Above this lace in front 
graduated lengthwise tucks ran up to the belt, 
increasing from the sides in width so as to form 
a middle four-inch box plait, which entered 
into the princess mount of the same crepe. 
The corsage was ful] and ended in a demi- 
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décolletage. The sleeves were of crepe algo 
in a single puff each, and set into awide entre. 
deux ot the same French point, and ending at 
the elbow. The lace pelerine falls over the 
shoulders, hiding the sleeve puffs, and dipped 
in front to the top of the princess girdle, while 
in the back it followed a straight line, quite 
even with the lace line as it fell over the 
sleeve. The same mousseline that was used 
in the skirt drop was ruffled into a flounce 
under the lace of the pelerine, while the lace 
empiecement on yoke above it, together with 
the high collar, were left quite transparent. A 
bronze shade of malinette was twisted into 
rather broad coils, and looped up to form bows 
to trim each sleeve at the outer elbow line, 
while a larger set of loops formed the lef 
corsage bow. The hat which accompanied 
this gown was of the same shade of maline jn 
a shirred transparency, and trimmed with a 
quantity of pale pink oleander blossoms, hay- 
ing foliage both onthe bronze and green shades, 
A parasol of buff mousseline, incrusted with 
white lace motifs for its wide border, was 
mounted with a yellow enameled stick, and 
that was trimmed in the prevailing style with 
the shirred mousseline to match. 


SHADOW MOUSSELINES 


Shadow mousseline, an exquisite creation in 
rose-pink and pale blue, was a novelty among 
garden-party gowns of note. The skirt wasa 
very full one, brought to the modish fit at the 
top, while on the bottom was a white silk Marie 
Antoinette flowered shaped tand, and having 
wreaths of pink and blue flowers tied with pink 
and blue ribbons in the most graceful manner, 
This silk facing was fully eight inches deep in 
the back, and graduated to six in front withou 
interfering with the design. Both the silk and 
chiffon drop skirts were white, which main- 
tained a delightful harmony of tone throughout. 
For a heading to this flowered silk band the 
shadow mousseline was run into a narrow 
shirred puffing edged with double narrow laces, 
one blue the other pink, so overlaid as to show 
both colors. A high princess girdle of white 
silk was trimmed, both back and front with ap- 
plications of the silk garlands, while the rest of 
the girdle was simply draped. On the round 
draped waist, which was also of shadow mousse- 
line to bust line, the drapery was laid cross- 
wise to suggest ashort décolleté coat, fastened 
with two large diamond buttons. Then came 
a high guimpe which was of white mousseline, 
having a delicate tracery of silver thread mean- 
dering through an all-over Valenciennes lace 
insetting, beautifully finished at the neck with 
a design executed with the same narrow pink 
and biue laces. The shadow mousseline sleeves 
were open from the shoulder and showed short 
undersleeves to match the guimpe, edged with 
Valenciennes in three rows, and just long 
enough to meet the long white gloves that 
would be worn. A marquise hat of an open 
silvery crin was folded up in the most becon- 
ing manner, and trimmed with a pale blue 
maline scarf that was caught at the left towards 
the front with an enormous pink rose, while 
very low on the left was a bow of black tulle 
falling into the side folds of the crin. As for 
the cache-peigne, it was of white tulle plaitings. 
For parasol was a beauty having white Chan- 
tilly lace for its top mounting, and bordered 
by the same white garland silk used upon the 
bottom of the skirt. Inall its details this cos- 
tume had a distinction that is not often carne?

of continuous service. It may seem a bit 
surprising that a claim for greater safety 
should be made in behalf of the automobile, 
as without intending it probably, the press of 
the country has educated the public in the 
belief that the horseless vehicle is a thing of 
acutely hazardous potentialities. Every auto- 
mobile misadventure, even the most insigni- 
ficant, is reported under spread heads on 
the front page, and if by chance 
three or more accidents occur 
in any twenty-four hours, the 
accounts of them are apt to 
be placed one under the other, 
so that the effect of hazard is 
unduly magnified.

No reader of the daily press, 
unless he made a practice of 
ferreting out and collecting ac- 
cident statistics would infer, 
what is the fact, that the horse 
is one of the most destructive 
agencies as regards human

Attention is invited to the Duryea phaeton» 
two.views of which are shown in figures 1, and 2. 
This model was designed especially as a family 
car, and for those owners, women or men, who 
wished to operate their own vehicles. The 
advantages claimed for it are that the steering 
is irreversible, so that the car can be run over 
any obstruction, such as rough roads, car tracks, 
bricks, and the steering is not deflected. It 
requires no strength to control the car. This 
model is known as the 
folding rear phaeton, 
one view showing the 
rear seat open, and’ the 
other the rear _ seat 
closed, thus making it 
easily convertible into a 
one or two seat vehicle 
as occasion may re- 
quire. The contention 
of the manufacturer of 
this type, is that these 
vehicles do not skid, 
he having provided 
against this undesirable 
tendency by making 
the rear wheels 36” 
diameter although this 
phaeton weighs only 
about 1,000 Ibs. It is 
explained that the rear 
wheels do the turning, 
and skidding is usually 
caused by the rear 
wheel skidding. For 
this phaeton, then, the claims are ease of 
control, safety, even when running over 
rough roads and obstructions, such as car 
tracks, and no skidding, with the extra advan- 
tage of its extension back.

Readiness and utility are the prominent 
claims made by the manufacturer in this 
instance. These and other vehicles of the 
same make are especially designed for 
women’s use, and are popular for such 
service as churchgoing and other social 
occasions, as well as for the more common 
uses to which horseless vehicles are put. From 
this may be safely inferred that ease of oper- 
ation, simplicity of adjustment, are char- 
acteristics of this type. As the more pre- 
tentious of the vehicles the surrey deserves 
a special word.

‘Ach season, for the past

The latter region has become very popu- 

lar with all Americans who have ever tried 

a fishing trip through some of the choice 

spots where trout is found in the picturesque 

mountain streams, and this territory bids fair 
to rival more extended trips in our own good 

States. For any of these excursions, if deli- 

cacies are desired it is safer to carry them 

than trust to luck in finding them en route. 

The afternoon tea basket is a well-known 
feature of every traveler's oufit, and now to add 
to this,a metal cake hamper may be found at 
Dean’s, which keeps cake of the most delectable 
nature fresh as when first bought, for many 
days. These are illustrated filled with deli- 
cious goodies. The corded box shows the 
hamper ready for shipping. 

The hamper itself is very attractive in appear- 
ance, being in basket work effect in colored 
lacquered metal, with brass rims. A deep 
rich cardinal is the usual shade in which these 
hampers come, giving a cheery bit of color to 
any surroundings. An interesting history of 
the travels of one was typewritten and tagged, 
giving the names of twenty-eight foreign cities 
through which it passed laden with its Ameri- 
can sweet cakes, until it returned empty at the 
end of six weeks. 

The fair voyageur in these days is generally 
the recipient of a basket, or in fact several 
baskets of choice fruit; the illustration of 
which, made at Charles's, will convey the 
idea of the artistic value alone of such a 
gift. Fruit luscious and in variety, is most 
grateful on any journey, and on a steamer is 








frequently the greatest blessing imaginable. 
The baskets vary in price according to size. 
Those shown are of the medium and large 
sizes, and pears, grape fruit, cherries, oranges 
and strawberries are combined in their bounty. 

For a picnic nothing more luscious or juicy 
can be taken along without fear of breakage 
than a pineapple, and the aroma of the fruit 
as it is being forked from its core is very deli- 
cious. The simplest way, after it has been 
forked, is to have it well iced and sift sugar on 
it just before serving. The flavor is so deli- 
cate that the addition of any wine is to be 
made with much care. 

The fad of the moment is to send a small 
cluster of flowers to harmonize with the fruit; 
with a fine bunch of grapes, pansies, violets or 
heliotrope are in order. With a basket of 
oranges, and grape fruit, with limes and ban- 
anas intermingled, daffodils are fitting, or 
Maréchal Neil roses; and the oranges should 
be as varied as possible in color. There is 
quite a range, too, when one considers the 
mandarin and the russets, and also the deep 
orange tone of the California. A pale lemon 
color is found in the Florida oranges, and the 
grouping should be enhanced by tufts of leaves. 

A delightful way of serving grape fruit is to 
pare it carefully: divide the sections, and from 
each of these remove the and _ skin; 
thus the entire pulp and juice is kept. Chill 
this until quite cold; add sugar and rum, and 
serve it in one half the peel which should be 
removed in one piece for this purpose. Maras- 
chino cherries or sliced strawberries on 
will make this pretty enough to tempt the 
most capricious appetite. 

At Dean’s, also, are very delicious confections 
imported from Austria, unusual in shape and 
flavor. Some of the candies are in 
colored tinfoil, some gold, some Scotch plaid 
and some plain tints; also some are filled with 
a liquid that is discovered most unexpectedly. 
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For automobile luncheon or dinner favors, 
tiny automobiles, with little Japanese maidens 
seated in them are attractive.

A wealthy man tiring of a special fad usually 
presents what has been a pleasure to him to 
the public. He may bequeath it at his death 
or give it during his life time, and from such 
sources our country is rapid!; becoming a vast 
storehouse for future generations.

The post-card fad has its limitations 
but there is hardly any place of importance 
that has not its illustrated post-cards of 
local celebrities. We even have our houses, 
our yachts and our several possessions photo- 
graphed and sent to our friends to add to their 
collections; and some of these are most inter- 
esting. In far off China and Japan the post- 
cards are adorned with all the art of the Orient, 
and some are really beautiful. Again an 
Englishwoman of position has given consider- 
able time to the collecting of rare Oriental 
jewelry and Chinese curios. She has six 
rooms in her London house which are veritable 
marvels, and the elderly Empress of China 
herself has sent her the most extraordinary 
bracelet and some wonderful porcelains. At 
many of the houses where we dined or took 
dejeuner or luncheon, or stopped at five o’clock 
for a call and a cup of tea, we found that there 
was seemingly a studied simplicity. Every 
appointment of the table was perfect, and 
some of the articles priceless, but there was 
an absence of the barbaric and rather tawdry 
decorations which were in fashion not a few 
years ago. These are left to the hotels and 
restaurants. Dejeuners, luncheons and dinners 
are still given in color schemes, but the floral 
decorations, especially in the spring and early 
summer, are not heavy. Delicate ferns and 
vines, white and the paler fiowers, take the 
place of masses of greenery and more passion- 
ate and vivid blooms. In the arrangement 
and disposition of flowers there is always 
an artistic plan followed. On the tables the 
plateaux are low, and you are not hidden from 
your vis-a-vis by a forest of verdure or a huge 
mass of blossoms. 

And then there are flowers everywhere, in 
vases and other receptacles, and growing plants 
in bloom. There is a studied carelessnes in 
their arrangement, but the disposition is 
artistic. The rooms are not overcrowded 
with furniture) or ornaments.

To the old house, I could make gradually 
improvements. I could project a small wing, 
and build the baths, which probably would 
be missing. I could lighten up the old parlor, 
and make of it a pretty living room, and could 
change the porch, plant flowers and shrubs, 
and do a hundred things gradually to it. It 
would be more or less individual, and I should 
not feel as if I were living only in a house which 
would be one of a dozen or a hundred, abso- 
lutely without a personal note. 

There is a flush of material everywhere and 
an embarrassment of riches from which to 
choose. Perhaps you cannot get old furniture 
and have to depend on the new. Then have 
it honest at least. And still it seems to me 
that if you care for old things you can pick 
them up somewhere at some time. Constance 
has in one of the rooms at Hillesley a table which 
resembles a highboy.

These 
bargains do come your way sometimes, and 
when they do, they are treasure trove.

The four dolphin’s heads forming 
the feet are strikingly grotesque, while upwards 
from the base extend conventionalized sea 
flowers, waving and eddying to the point where 
the neck narrows. The handles are entirely of 
silver. On the left is shown a silver ewer, 
Greek in form, which is a most wonderful pro- 
duction of Martélé ware. In character it is

The trimming may be braid, galoon or 
bias bands, or it may be cut out of a solid 
piece of material to the exact shape of the edge 
that it is to fit, without any join or turning of 
corners; but this is naturally somewhat an 
extravagant manr.cr of procedure. The cord 
and button decoration is a very pretty and 
effective addition, and may be used to give a 
touch of smartness on a plain color. 

The garment need not be lined, if desired 
very thin, in which case the seams are very 
neatly finished off on the inside, and all the 
outer edges are turned up to the right side, 
and made neat by the trimming band. 

The sleeves are bell shape, to set out nicely 
over the elbow length waist sleeves. 

The necessary quantity of twenty-two inch 
material is two and three ouarter yards, to cut 
the parts as shown in tne diagram; the back 
from the half width of the material, and the 
sleeves and fronts from the full width lying 
two fold, a corner has to be joined on to the 
under edge of the sleeve in cutting it from 
narrow width goods; and if a join will not be 
obvious from under the arm in the front piece 
a saving may be effected. 

Eight or nine yards of braid are required 
for the trimming and buttons as desired. 

The pattern consists of half front, half back, 
one sleeve, and half of the band trimming, 
cut to shape for the coat and sleeve edges, 
respectively.

economically considered to be the bugbears of 
the season; so a helpful hint is the following 
description of one of the prettiest ribbon belts 
invented, and not at all on the list with the 
counter output of belt bargains worn by the 
multitude. 

Buy a soft satin-finish ribbon, four inches 
wide, which should not cost more than twelve 
or fourteen cents per yard. Secure enough 
to go with easé around your waist three times, 
and allow for three eighths over. Cover four 
stiff braces, two short ones for the sides of the 
belt, one for the front, one for the back, these 
two being very near the same length. The 
shape of the figure must be taken for a guide, 
as to their length. Cut off the three eighths 
of ribbon first, then divide the ribbon into three 
parts. Take every one of the three ribbons 
and double it in the middle, and pin it to the 
brace intended for the back of the waist. Shir 
each ribbon through the middle on one thread, 
and fasten them all to the brace, after the 
shirrings have been well regulated. Slip on 
the belt so that this back brace fits the middle 
of the waist, and pin it fast. Then draw the 
ribbons to the sides, and mark with pins 
how they fall together all three. Remove the 
belt, and with a thread of silk to match shirr 
these three ribbons also on one thread, and 
draw them down closely to fit the two smaller 
braces. Try on the belt again, fasten the 
shirred portions on the sides and back. The 


next step is to get the exact middle of the front, 
so that when shirred the two braces will meet 
in a proper way to hook together. The ribbons 
are then shirred so that all three will turn over 
the brace and after fastening the shirrings to it 
form a casing to be hemmed down on the wrong 
side. 

The three ribbons will separate just enough 
to resemble three scarfs, drawn down on the 
sides from front and back, finish by hooks and 
eyes in front, sewed on the under side. Divide 
the three eighths of ribbon so as to form three 
small rosettes to trim the middle of the back, 
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as well as three for the middle of the front. 
Put on in a ladder shape, one above the other. 

Narrow ribbon may be used for rosettes if 
prefered, instead of ribbon bias scarfs of silk, 
or liberty satin, may be also used in making 
these belts. White silk if piped with a pale 
color or with black on each a very 
pretty effect; the rosettes repeating the same 
pale color or black solidly.

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DESCRIPTIONS OF PATTERNS 


O. 1030.—Motor or carriage coat of 
unlined Oriental waterproof silk, 
trimmed with stitched straps and 

fancy buttons. The vest is of taffeta piped 
at edges, and chiffon cloth plaitings finish 
At middle back are inverted plaits 
stitched down on edges to waist line, where 
two stitched straps are caught by buttons. 
The coat is seamed on shoulder and under arm, 
the fronts and sides of back having rippled 
fullness that falls almost in box plaits below 
waist line. A wide armhole is cut and finished 
with strap over an underarm piece, and the 
loose sleeve has fullness box plaited above 
elbow and flared into ruffle effect, edged by 
a stitched strap,and caught up in a cross plait 
at outer part by a button. The necessary 
amount of 27 inch wide silk is 9 yards; of 22 
inch taffeta 14 yard; one dozen buttons. 

No. 1034.—Bathing suit of white mohair, 
polka dotted in light blue. The waist, 
in the front. is laid in two stitched tucks 
to yoke depth, tucks continuing in the back 
to the waist. The V-shaped neck is corded 
in light blue taffeta, which continues on 
the pointed tabs on waist and skirt. The 
straight belt is of the mohair corded with blue. 
The skirt is in 6 box plaits, two on each side 
and two in the back. The bottom is finished 
by a deep stitched hem. The necessary 
amount of 40 inch mohair is 7 yards; of 22 
inch taffeta 1 yard; eight pearl buttons. 

No. 1035.—Black taffeta bathing suit, 
trimmed with white moiré; the buttons also 
covered with moiré. The skirt is in nine box- 
plaited gores; stitched on edges to yoke depth, 
a moiré band at hem stitched in black at top. 
The French bloomers are similarly finished at 
knee, and in cut resemble a boy’s knee breeches. 
The waist has a box plait at either side, both 
at front and back, and is attached to skirt 
beneath the folded girdle. The sailor collar 
is bordered with moiré, and buttoned on front 
plaits, fastening of waist on fly, and of skirt at 
left of front box plait. Necessary amount of 
21 inch taffeta, 10 yards; of 21 inch moiré, 
134 yards; 4 buttons. 

No. 1036.—Outing costume of Viyella 
flannel, the skirt in white, the coat in red and 
white stripes, faced with white, small gilt 
buttons trim the belt points. The skirt is 
circular with a box plait at either side of back 
plaquet, and is slashed in shallow blocks over 
a band showing above hem top; the edges 
stitched. The coat fronts and back are suffi- 
ciently circular to form box-plaits when drawn 
in by the belt, to which the plait edges are 
stitched. The revers are stitched on edges, 
the belt point caught over at waist line. The 
necessary amount of 31 inch wide white Vi- 
yella, is 7 yards; of striped Viyella 3 yards; 
2 buttons. 

No. 1037.—Yachting costume of white 
linen with middy coat of white and navy blue 
striped linen; the inset bands of white corded 
crosswise with blue cable cord; small brass 
buttons trim, and the revers are faced with 
white. The skirt is in seven box plaited gores, 
slashed to show narrow panels at middle on 
the two side gores, and stitched down to yoke 
depth on edges of all. The waist is tucked to 
yoke depth at front and back, fastening on fly. 
The coat has French seams to shoulder, with 
wide cord trimmed bands inset, at back strap 
ends are cut in one with the side pieces fasten- 
ing in an upward point with button. Pocket 
straps cross ends of the bands at front, a 
button at both ends. A corded band shows 
above hem. Necessary amount of 
white linen, 36 inches wide, is 8 yards; of 
striped linen, 3 yards; seven buttons. 

No. 1038.—White linen tennis suit with 
girdle and covered buttons of hunter’s green 
taffeta. The skirt is in eight gores, with 
lapped seam edges at sides and back notched 
at hip depth and stitched in tuck effect; the 
front seam is plain, and the separate hem is 
shaped and finished with tuck effect at top 
edge. The fronts of waist show short tuck 
beyond the middle box-plait, and the lapped

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NEW YORK’S SUMMERTIME 


Vane N* York's attrac- 

te tions as a summer 

GA: ‘ resort have often 

7 been discussed, but seldom 

in a tone altogether seri- 

ous. This is because those 

ho praise the city’s sum- 

mer climate and conditions 

are the busy stay-at-homes, 

who work eight hours a day 

down town, and travel back 

and forth at hours when 

local transportation is gorged with fum- 

ing humanity. If thef{same busy men and 

women had nothing to do but kill time 

and keep cool they would find themselves as 

comfortable as many of those who had fled to 

mountain and seaside. As a matter of fact 

New York is not only one of the cheapest, cool- 

est, and most sanitary summer resorts on the 

Atlantic coast south of Cape Cod, but it far 

surpasses all others in the interest and variety 

of its attractions. For the money that thou- 

sands pay for bare rooms in flimsy seaside hotels, 

or for ill-furnished little cottages at resorts 

where the sole attractions are a crowded board 

walk on the edge of the ocean and catch-penny 

amusements in garish theatres, with, at best, 

a nightly concert by a florid orchestra, they 

might have comfortable quarters in any one of 

twenty or thirty New York hotels, or airy 

furnished rooms in various parts of the city, 

together with a bewildering choice of amuse- 

ments such as appeal to an astonishingly wide 
range of tastes. 

Summer prices at scores of New York hotels 
and lodging houses are reduced just at the 
time when rates at other summer resorts tend 
toward the highest. Prices of hundreds of 
other things are reduced at the same time. It 
is surprising to note how few tradesmen follow 
the exodus to Newport and Bar Harbor. Those 
who remain behind are eager to attract the 
trade of the summer visitor, and the midsummer 
bargains at great shops and small are genuine 
and startling. A woman may clothe her back, 
furnish her house or stock her library more 
cheaply in New York between July and mid- 
September than anywhere else in the country, 
at that or any other time of year. 

If the summer visitor is not in search of 
material things the city offers in other kinds 
attractions that no other summer resort even 
pretends to. Here are libraries and museums, 
art galleries and the like, cool, rarely crowded, 
and fairly bursting with all that appeals to 
taste and intellect. 

Up in Bronx Park the Botanical Garden 
presents a delightful open air studio, where the 
botanist may see and study growing plants 
arranged systematically in families, while hard- 
by is the Botanical Museum with dried speci- 
mens and libraries, and just across the way are 
conservatories rich in tropical plants and 
vegetable curios. Half a mile away in another 
lovely part of the same park is the Zoological 
Garden, with the largest collection of birds 
and beasts to be seen anywhere on this Conti- 
nent. Here the properly accredited visitor 
may observe, and sketch and photograph 

and study at will. 
For the indoor stu- 
dent two univer- 
sities, Columbia on 
its Acropolis, and 
the University of 
the City of New 
York on its lovely 
green slopes, have 
great libraries free 
to the students, and 
summer courses in 
nearly every depart- 
ment of human 
knowledge. 

If it is accom- 
plishments that the 
visitor seeks there 
are summer schools 
of music and the 
other fine arts, and 
opportunities to ac- 
quire a _ speaking 
knowledge of for- 
eign languages al- 
most or quite as 
well as in the great 
continental capitals. 
The visitor may live 


for a whole summer in a social atmosphere 
almost exclusively French, German or Italian. 
Indeed a surprising number of cities within 
the city, the visitor will find who comes with 
proper credentials seeking entrance into any 
of the great foreign colonies. 

As a matter of fact really to know the foreign 
quarters of New York is almost equivalent 
to a trip abroad. Most visitors, however, who 
think they have seen what is characteristic in 
the city’s foreign quarters have acquired a 
sensation under false pretences; they have not 
seen the real thing. It dwells not in garish 
amateur bohemian resorts, and dines not in 
mirrored restaurants to the noise of full orches- 
tras. Rather it hides in quiet little wein stuben 
of the German quarter, in neat German 
bakeries where coffee and pastry are served 
and sold, in cosy, inconspicuous restau- 
rants, where few speak English, and the 
people of a particular foreign quarter linger 
long in talk and laughter over a cheap and 
abundant dinner, cheered by the music of a 
single violinist. Better still, but hard of access, 
is the life that is found in the homes of foreign 
residents, where excellent music is heard and 
intelligently discussed, and travelers of dis- 
tinction, are occasionally met in an intimate 
fashion, denied to their intercourse with native 
American society. 

Some of the genuinely foreign resorts are 
Ballogh’s in Second Avenue, at the corner of 
Sixth Street, where the company is largely 
Hungarian; the Ristorante della Republica di 
San Marino at 139 West 1oth Street, which 
modestly calls itself an eating house, where 
the dinner has the characteristic rude abun- 
dance of the Italians; Mundorff’s bakery in 
First Avenue near Ninth Street; the wein stube 
at 31 Avenue A, where yoii do not dine, but 
where you see night after night the character- 
istic life of the German quarter, the curiously 
neat basement wein stube at 13 Avenue A, 
where the delicious Mai Wein is served for a 
few weeks in spring; the Greek restaurant in 
28th Street, between Broadway and Sixth Ave. 

The visitor who prefers something less 
simple than these have to offer will hear good 
music and see characteristic sights of the town 
at the Cafe Boulevard in 2d Avenue and Tenth 
Street, at the somewhat famous Café Liberty 
in Houston Street, at the Martin which occu- 
pies Delmonico’s old site at Fifth Avenue and 
26th Street, where the glittering gaiety of the 
café on the Broadway side is one of the town’s 
midsummer shows, and at the Beaux Arts in 
42d Street and Sixth ‘Avenue. 

Those who summer in town merely or mainly 
for amusement and relaxation find New York 
bent upon being agreeable. The town sparkles 
and glitters for the stranger by day and by 
night, displays its scandalous vulgarity openly 
and without shame in dazzling restaurants, 
upon roof-gardens high above the clean-swept 
asphalt, in gay parks, and even in the majestic 
presence of the bellowing ocean, where the 
noise of careless laughter seems almost a 
sacrilege to the silent few alive to the solemn 
beauty of the twilight purples darkening over 
sea and sky. Best of all are the safe and 
delightful sea trips within easy reach. The 
visitor has a choice of two or three score steam- 
boat lines. He may go to Coney Island by 
boat half a dozen times a day, he may sail up 
the Hudson by day or by night, he may visit 
Long Branch in half a morning, Then -there 
are the vast floating hotels that carry the travel- 
er to Fall River and Providence, and the little 
craft that twice or thrice a day circumnavigates 
Manhattan Island, the boats that run to various 
beaches on Staten Island and nearby points 
on the sound, and, by no means to be despised, 
the long ferries from 23d Street to the Penn- 
sylvania slips in Jersey City. Some of the 
pleasantest trips for such as like to avoid crowds 
are those by the steamers running to little 
ports on Long Island or in Connecticut. These 
boats run from East River slips far down town. 
The run to Bridegport is a delightful morning 
voyage, and one may return by express train. 
The Block Island trip is also a revelation of the 
Sound at its best, and it may be cut off at any 
one of several points. There is even a slow 
little steamer that makes the voyage to Mt. 
Vernon, a quaint and pleasant little journey, 
from which one may return by trolley in a little 
over an hour. These quiet little voyages are 
full of charm, without hurry, usually without 
the distraction of crowds, and almost as sooth- 
ing as the journeys by steamer from Balti- 
more to the paradises of the Chesapeake.

It having 
been found difficult to make a choice under 
this plan, it was changed so that the medal 
should go to the humane driver in each asso- 
ciation who had been longest engaged in 
the driving of horses. Five of them had been 
driving for over forty years, and one of them 
nearly sixty. After the medal winners had 
assembled, been addressed, and had their deco 
rations pinned on them, they were photographed 
for publication in four of Boston’s Sunday 
edition of big dailies, and as these are esti- 
mated to have a million circulation, an enor- 
mous audience was reached by the photo- 
graphs and the kindly notices of the event 
which the papers published. How incal- 
culably educative the effect of such medal dis- 
tribution on the thousands of drivers of Boston 
and on the larger public that read about the 
event! In the good time coming, perhaps 
New York, with her large financial resources 
will get around to giving the teamsters of the 
enormous territory included in Greater New 
York many object lessons in kindness to horses 
as the Boston society inculcates by such a 
medal distribution as is here noted: by the 
annual work-horse parade, and the lectures 
and distributed literature addressed to these, 
for the most part unskilled, drivers. 


IGNORANT DRIVERS 


If it seems an exaggeration to accuse the 
majority of drivers of not being properly 
qualified, one has only to watch driving in a 
New York busy thoroughfare to be convinced 
of the truth of the charge. Blinders—those 
unnecessary instruments of discomfort and 
often positive torture, will be found in scores 
of instances either too tightly bound over the 
eye, or so loose that the motion of the horse 
causes them to flop. The majority of drivers 
of delivery wagons in the residential portions 
of the city have not the least idea of how to 
back a vehicle against the curb, and all hours 
of the day they may be seen putting horses to 
unnecessary pain by pulling them hither and 
yon in a franctic effort to back. 


EASY WAYS OF HELPING ANIMALS 


Many there are who are distressed at the 
widespread cruelty practised on animals, but 
are barren of ideas as how to help either the 
most flagrant instances of abuse or minor 
ones. The invariable question is—What 
can one do? There are many things requiring 
only a little thought that persons can do, 
especially if they are women, to mitigate condi- 
tions for abused animals. The old hymn, sung 
by many millions of Christians, affirms, They 
also serve who only stand and wait, and if for 
the last word, wait, the word watch is substi- 
tuted the animal loving woman, can adopt 
the line as her motto. For it is the rule, in 
New York at least, when a team is stalled, 
or is unable to pull a heavy load up an incline 
in building operations, or is for any other 
reason unable to proceed, or if the horses are 
being lashed by a cruel driver, if a nicely dressed 
woman merely joins the onlookers, and simply 
gazes at the man and his team, some means 
will be found to help the horses, and neither 
whipping nor hauling by the jaws will be 
resorted to. Instances enough to fill this page 
have come under the notice of the writer where 
simple watching without vocal protest has 
saved team lashings. 

Another form of anti-cruelty influence that 
is very easily exerted is to select for carriage 
service those livery stables known to care 
properly for their horses, and who employ 
sober drivers. 

It should be made plain to the liveryman 
why the choice fell upon him. In this same 
class of influence is making it a point always, 
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when traveling, to select the best
